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CHAN KING-MING ACCUSED OF INSUBORDINATION. 


Last e-ening, we received the 
following telegram from ” special 
correspondent of the Hozgkng, 
Telegraph who is in Canton io 
connection with the crisis there:— 

“The whole Chinese naval 
force here surrendered to Pres- 
ident Sun yeszerday. A few 
shots were exchanged, but there 
were no fatalities. 

“The 2nd. Division troops were 
disarmed ast night as a pre- 
cautionary measure, because of a 
possibility thar they might side 
with Chan Ring-ming. 

“There are rumours of fighting 
at Sheklang, but these reports 
are not confirmed. - 

“To an interview which I bad 
with President Sun, he stated 
that he had to leave.soon for the 
North. He added that he does 
not expect any trouble from 
Chan King-ming.” 

Writing prior to the despateb 
of this telegram, the - Telegraph's 
special correspondent stated -— 
In aninterviaw which I had with 
him to-day, President Sun. after 
assuring me that the danger of 
serious troable locally. asa result 
of the action of Chan King-ming. 
had passed. announced that bis 
plans for continuing the Northero 
expedition were progressing 
repidly. Hostated thar the Navy, 
which so far had remained 
neutral in the civil war be- 
cause of the fac: that some of the 
officers opposed the programme 
of his Government, to-day formal- 
ly joined bis ranks. “The Navy 
now takes instructions from me,” 
he declared. 

President Sun explained tbat 
the Navy is quite small and its 
support does not mean a great 
deal in actual material help, but 
the recognition of his authority 
by the Navy was indicative of 
strength of his 
Government. 

Ttis generatly thought amongst 
foreigners here that General 
Chap will not start a fight againsr 
President Sup, despite . their 
break, because it is generally 
known that Chan desires to 
maintain peace if possible and 
toavoid involving the Province in 
more difficnities. 

President Sun. Talks. 

Our special correspondent frr- 
ther writes, under last. night's 
date, as follows :-— 

Apparently the danger of 
serious trouble here is growing 
less, although an outbreak of 
fighting between Sun Yat-sen‘s| 
followers and Chan King-miog's 
troops may occur st any moment. 
It is the general feeling that 
Ganeral Chan does not want to 
causaacivil war within a civil 
war and that he is willing to 
accept what might well be con- 
sidered ebsolute defeat rather 
than Cause bloodshed, although it 
is 8 question whether hacan hold 
bis men in check,—whethor he 
can restrain bis subordinates. .

~The Question of Local 
Grounds. 


(BY “ QUIZ."} 


The foothall season just ended 
has been a record ane, thanks to 
the Government providing extra 
playing fields. Yet more suitable 
graugds . are eeded. There 
are now available six first- 
class playing pitches while two 
more could be made with little 
Isbour, one at Soakunpoo and 
one near the Railway at Hung- 
hom. - The Istter ground was 
used during the season by the 
Panjabis when playiog their 
home matches bot several com- 
plaints were received from clubs 
and referees oo the condition and 
smeliness of the ground. A first- 
class pitch with stand is badly 
needed as Kowloon so that a 
better class of football could be 
seen on che peninsula. 


The four grounds inside the 
Racecourse are narrow (200 ft. 
wide) and in close proximity to 
each other, so that when four 
First League games are being 
played and shrill whistles em- 


ployed, the players are unable to} 


tell which whistle is being used. 
It was noticed on several 
occasions that a player thinkiog 
the whistle bad blowa for the ball 
being out of play picked up the 
ball to throw it into play when be 
was-pounced upon by the referee. 
end a free kick “for “hands~ 
awarded against bim as tbe bal! 


‘}bad not been out of play.and the

While on the subject of grounds 
itis noticed that the Police are 
theonly Lezgue team who at the 
moment ate without a playicg 
field. This may be their owo 
fault in not having applied to the 
recreation grounds committee 
for a playing pitch. This body, 
it is understood, sits in Saptember 
of each year to deal with applica- 
tions for playing fields. Should 
a team fail to apply, the Com- 
mittee are not.aware that the 
Club concerned needs a pitch and 
when the allotment.of grounds 
appearsin the Gazette, you can 
hear a general moan among 
members. of C.ubs who have 
failed to make applicetion. Is 
bas been whispered that the 
Police might be allotted the 
present Club ground om alternate 
Saturdays. But then, “wheat 
about the Club Rugby section?” 


& few seasons back it was 
understood that all football 
pitches were at the disposal of 
the H.K.F.A, bat the Club Rug- 
ger section now claim their 
ground on alternate Saturdays. 
This being the case, the _Hong- 
kong Football Association must 
arrange their fixtures to fit in

tin, acting’ Warden, the Hon.- Mr.

Erie Rice and Professor Lai Tsai- 
bie and the Enropean and Chinese 
teachers, 


After the reading of the school 
report His Excellency said that 
before proceeding to distribute the 
prizes he would like to express 
his satisfaction at hearing such a 
good report of the last year’s 
doings of'the Sehool and to con- 
gtatulate Mr. Martin on being able 
ta present it. His Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales was very sorty 
that be was unable to see the 
students of St. Stephen’s College, 
but the weather waz so bad that 
His Royal Highness felt that he 
was unable to make a tour of the 
island which would Lave cansed 
him to pass the gates of the Cob 
lege. He knew the College were 
disappointed. The fact that the 
Prince of Wales inspected the 
schoo! children on the Cricket Club 
ground was an indication of the 
interest it would give him to see 
the &cys cf the School in their own 
quarters. His. Excellency said he 
was pleased to hear that despite 
the restricted quarters in the past 
St. Stephen's College bad done 
so well in sport and he was sure 
that would be a great improvement 
in this respect when the School 
got ont into the ample accommo- 
dation which had beer provided 

tfor above Deep Water Bay. The 
aite was a splendid one and he was 
surethe schoo} would greatly develop 
and ficurish when it was moved 
out there. . Martin informed 
whim that the School was not quite 
sure of its financial position, bot 
he felt confident that. the sup- 
porters, in view of the School’s 
fine recerd, would sze that the 
moving of the College to this new 
site was not delayed br any con- 
sideration of lack of means. (Ap- 
plause). “It is not my habit to

Prof. Lai Tyai 
Hei, Hon Lan, our Chinese Head- 
master, hag as colleagues Mr. Ho 
Tso Sheung, MA, and Mr. Kan 
Choh Chiu, a graduate of the 
Canton Normal College. Mr. 
Chau'Iu Nin, BSc., an Old Boy, 
bas joined us as 3 fnll time 
master; Mrs. Martin se long asso- 
ciated with St. Paul’s College is 
an honorary teacher; and this 
spring Mr. J. BE. Warmer, BA, 
Merton College, Oxford, has also 
joined our Resident, Staff. In the 
autumn ve hope to have two more 
Masters from England, mamely, 
the Warden and Rev. D. Quick, 
MA, of Queen’s College, Cam- 
bridge, now teaching at Bedford 
School.

Ik will be remembered that some 
time. in March the Tunz Yik 
Stavedores’ Guild presented a 
demand fur a 50 per cent increase 
to shipping firms following the 
settlement of the wage demant. of 
tha Chap In Carga Coolies* Guild, 
noder which members, of the latter 
Guild received an inemase uf 20, 
cents fur aday’s work (90 instead 
of 60 cents) Employed as they 
are through the Tung Yik Guild 
the ci *toolica got their increasa 
from the stevedores, who, in order, 
to compensata themselves, apphed 
to shipping firms for a 30 per cent. 
increase. 


Several abortive meetings took 
place at the Secretariat for Chinese 
Affairs between the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs and delegates of the 
stevedores to discuss the men's ap- 
Plication. On Thursdsy the matter 
was settled at a meeting at which 
were present the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs, Messrs. G. T. 
Young and H. P. White (represent- 
ing Hongkeag General Chamber of 
Commerce). Mexsrs. Chan U-tiog 
and Ip Lan-chuenirepresenting the 
Chinese Cieneral ' Chamber af 
Commeres) and delegates of: the 
ateverlores. 

At the meeting opportuaity was 
taken of diseussimz the new rte. 
mand of the Cargo Coulis” (rnild. 
As first stated im our teport of the 
recent meeting of the Uhinexe 
General Chamber of Commerce the 
Cargo coulies BONS ahr te potain work 
direct from shipping firms and thus 
eliminate the stesedurrs to prevent 
“squeeze” in their wages.

temporary class-rooms. Follow- 
ing the return to our asual build- 
ings in December our numbers 
have risen to 180; and we have 
enlarged our Staff so as to give 
effective supervision of classes.

Sports.—In 1921 we continued 
oar policy of entering teams in 
both Senior and Intermediate 
Leagues, so. as to emcouragé _as 
many beys as possible to play 
football. Five Schools compete 
our own School having only half 
the numbers of the smallest of 
the other four.. It. is ereditable 
to report that we obtained third 
place in both leagues. - 

Tennis is universally popalar st 
Nia Stephen's College. School 
swimming parties attracted 507%, 
of our Students last year, and this 
year we-hope to increase that per- 
centage considerably. More than 

0% of Students in attendance 
the Spring entered for our 
Athletic Sports. A remarkable 
growth.in 1921 has been our 
Chinese Boxing, Club. The mem- 
bership is now Isrge, ana as- 
siduous daily practice after sfter-

|THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 


Elsewhere in this issus, in the 
extracts from our files of a quar- 
ter of a century ago, will be 
found the decision which resulted 
in the erection of the Victoria 
Hospital on Barker Rosd. In 
view of the concern at present 
felt in some quarters that the 


| hospital accommodation available 


for the general public will in the 
near future be insufficient for the 
needs of the Colony, it will be of 
some interestto recall precisely 
how this particalar *institution 
came into being. As indicted 
in the report of 25 yemrs ego, it 
was decided to erect the Victoria 
Hospital and to complete tLe 
road ‘round the island in com- 
memoration of Queen Victoria's 
Jubilee. The original intention 
was to build this hospital, to- 
gether with a training institute 
for nurses, in the Government 
Civil Hospital compound, but 
this idea was later aban¢oned, 
and as Barker Road was then 
under construction it was resolr- 
ed to secure asite there for the 
hospital, the nurses” institute to 
be'added to the G.C.H. later on. 
Tke Barker Road inslitption, 
which was intended for women 
and children of all races, classes 
ant creeds, was opened in 
1903, and the money for its 
construction was obtained by 
public subscription and Gor- 
ernment ‘assistance. The total 
expenditure on the hospital 
and quarters was close on 
$119,000, and at the dats of its 
opening it was announced that 
the umount available for the 
hospital and jubilee road, trom 
the sum subscribed, was $182,424, 
and that this aniount was to be 
equally divided between the two 
projecte, a sum of $91,212 going 
toeach. + tn 
We are unable to go into the 
financial side of the ‘matter 
further then this,. owing to lack 
of handy information on the sub- 
ject, but it will-be seen from the 
figures quoted that. the putlic 
bore a very large part ofthe 
cost ot the institution. Later on 
the hospital was solely uscd for 
maternity purposes, tat w are 
now ioformed that it is cxelusiver 
Ty set aside for women aad 
children. It wou!'d b> interesting 
to learo- fhe number of cases-it 
deals with monthly, bat we dg 
not think its fall capecities_are 
ever utilised, for it seams that 
it has accommodation for at fasgt 
forty’ beds. The question thera-
